Taking the lartrer view of tho Kuhject 
and having regard to the roulo (io n 
Asia to Euroi e, wo tind MoniK;;!! 2-10 
and Hnlifox 700 mdos nearer Liverp-. I 
than JSuw Yi^rk, while on the Paoilie 
aide, vossela from Asia by the lorce of 
currents and winds iuvariably multo 
Vancouver Inland on their way to San 
Iranciaco, thus nocessitniing a couhi 
voyage of 8UU milee. The-^o are no 
harbours botweon hero and San Praii- 
cisco, and so foriously it is sapposed 
these currents and winds will aiTect tho 
basiness of tiie Uninn Paoilie that they 
have proposed a brAnch from their hiie 
west of Salt Lake lo I'ugel Sr/u.id, i\ 
distance txccrding CdnniOerably 70U 
mi Ice. General Dodge, lingineer-iu- 
Chicf of the Union Pacific, for this 
reaaou, and to avoid the snows of Sierra 
Ifevada, reports ; "Puget Sound mn.st 
bo tbe western lerminud ol tho roum 
between the Atlantic and East Indie-." 
Hei<), then, we huve a saving in water 
communication between Europe and 
Atiii cf 1,000 milori in favour of Moot, 
real, and i'_460 miles for Halifax via tbe 
Canadian Ui e, over JNew ^oik vm 
Union Pacilc 1 Allowing 14 miles an 
hour as tbe la'o of tiavcl lor Hteumers, 
we have a saving rcspeoiively of 70 and 
104 hoars ; or nukiug tlio udeitioii 
and Eubstractii'ii neuiuisury in combining 
land Fud water between Eui^po and 
Asia, 90 hours, or 3} dii)s tr jui Montreal, 
and 94 hours or a little our 4 days for 
Halifax via iho Canadian V'ao lie, over 
l^ew York via tho Union Pu.-ilie. 'I'liUfi 
it is quite evidtui tbat tlio 0,iiadian 
line ban ihe advuiituge in point U dis- 
tance, and that in a Bnlliciontly iiurk- 
ed degree to secure tu Uiitaiu foru<er 
tbe I alanoo ot trade with A«ii», carleris 
paribus.

stretches of grades where QO, 74, 84, and 
even 168 faot per . mile are j.reqolred 
to overcome the greft^ altitude at 
which it passes Iho mountains, while 
on the Canadian lino 60 feet per mile is 
the maximum. Nearly 5, OOO leotdifTor- 
eiieo ill nia.\i[niHU elovutioii will accouDt 
lor this. Acenrding to the report of 
the Union Pacific engineer sharp curves 
are unavoidable, in many places requiriag 
eight times tho power lo o\ercoraelhesteop 
griideri and sharp curves from which 
iho Canadian lino is free. Again, we, 
find tlial over 1;.!50 miles of the Union 
is at on elevation of over 4,000 feet 
above the sea level ; 400 miles is over 
0,000 foot above the sea ; 150 milos is 
over 7,000 ftbovu tho nca, and the 
summit is only reuched at au altitude of 
8,2(;-2 feet, iibuve tho fica level! Every 
body knows what nuch an altitude as 
that implies. Tbe report tells us that, 
in addition to extensive tunmls, they 
have been obliged to build, at enormous 
cost, 46 miles of snow «bod, of most 
iiiassivo structure, and roofed entirely 
with iron, to roaint tho pressure of 
avaliincliori of snow from tho mouu» 
tains, and it is staled that at least 
lUU miles of this sfaed will bo 
ncoessary in order to keep tbe lino 
open ! Turning to tbe Canadian line we 
find, jrom ob-servations extending over 
lit' eon yours, that eVon in tho moun- 
tains a depth ol snow of 4 feet is rarely 
attained und never exceeded, while for 
almost tho entire distance it seldom ex- 
ceeds ii inches. Tiius not only vyill 
lliero be no tuuniiN or snow gbef's ro„ 
quired, hut locomotion need novor bo 
iin|)odod by sivvv. Than, again, look 
at tho character of tho country traversed 
re,S|)ectively by those lines, an regards i;8 
ada|)tahiiiiy for Kclilomoiit,thu3 furnish" 
iiig Wiiy-tradio, and il/S oap.icity for 
supplying tuel and water. Referring 
their own report, we find tbat 190 
miles west of Omaha artificial irrigat 
lion is necessary ; hence we infer a poor 
eonnlry mrJ a Hcant supply of fuel and 
water. In Yoiuiug, for 150 miles, tho 
lino traverses tho dreary Bitter Creek 
region. Hero the alkaline water is nut 
Only unfit tu drink, but Cannot oven he 
Used ill the etigine*, us it deposit* a sed- 
imoui, clicking and cKiggiiig up the 
boilers. Until some means ol noatral- 
liiiig itH no.xiuu-' qualities can bo diseov- 
ui od.a wuter train supplies tauk.s along 
this entire distance. lu addition to these 
sectionH we know they traverse im- 
menso deserts,- and we find in the ro- 
pori ot this survey that oxen were rc- 
luirod to .iccoiniiany the party to supply 
liiem with water. No coal of any ex* 
tent bas yet boon louod, so that we are 
left to inter that fuel and water w|il 
be difficult to obtain. Oa tbe Canadian 
rou e nature has placed an abandentanp* 
idy ol both those iu'iispeasabie articles. 
Nor must tho marvelous water system 
possoNsed liy the lattor bo lightly ro- 
gurded in other respects, such, for ia^ 
iLaiieo, as supplying a cheap and ready 
means tor iri'usporiing materials to con- 
venient points. On Iho Union tho great 
bnik Of the material had to be conveyed 
from one end of the line, and utenor- 
inouM ex pen 0, the item of ties uluiio, 
we aro told, h-iving iii somo iusiancos 
cost aR higli as S:i each. It bas already 
been soon thut troni the nature of much 
Dt lbs country over which the American 
lino pieties it is ill adiipted for a gra'n» 
growiuL', popiilation-su tainiog country, 
hlow ihi-* conlrastb with tho Country 
traversed by tlio Canadiaa line. Kofor- 
rioii lo i', Horace Uro ley bimseltsays : 
" Wo must look to the Great North- 
west Basin or Valley of ihe Saskatche- 
wan as tho futnro Granary of this Con- 
tinent." In Huraniing up, thon, we find 
ttiat tho eouairy marked out for tho 
Cmadian Pacitic has decided udvuntuges 
over tbe Ainericm lino, in giving ea-ier 
.rtalcs and c urves, in beuig nearly froo 
from snow, in furnishing luel and water, 
III capabilities for furnishing local truffle, 
in sale^y of transportnJoii, ai.d in fur- 
nishing facilities for coiiBtrnetioQ ; there- 
tore it iri fair to coiieludo that it can bo 
coMsi-rucled and operated with more 
spo'Ml, regularity, profit, safety and 
economy. We have already seen thai 
between Asia und Eurone it aflfords de- 
cidedly the sboriost route. Why, then, 
should it not attract tho necessary cap-, 
it-d for coiistfuciion ' Wtiy should it 
nol eonuniind the trallio across tho con- 
linen; 'I Why should it not prove a rex 
niunerativi) invesiiueut i* But, as if na- 
turo had heiseU desiguod that this roulo 
ishou'd he the highway (or commerce, 
she has stored inexhaaalible supplies of 
CO, it at either end, which, njw that in 
transportation id' morchaiidiHo stouin is 
largely taking the placo ot sail, is of in- 
eniciiiablo advantage. New York is 
obliged to draw her supply ofooal from 
tbe bills of Pennsylvuniii, und San Pran- 
Cisco fiom British Columbia, while 
Jl iiifax has her supply at home, and 
Briiif^li Columbia has its i'.\hausLlc»s 
stores ol bulb bitllllllleou^l and authracito 
coal within a cahle's lengih of her shipM 
ping.
